Tosh my Buggies and Eddie Barnes 
were» schoolmates. Not only were they 
schocfimates, but little chums. 
They 
left rbe grammar school and entered 
the high school ;.t the same time. From 
the high school they went <>ut into the 
world to tight the battle of life. Bug­ 
gies drifted into the political arena 
and after an election, during which he 
had done good work for his party, re­ 
ceived tlit* anointm ent of head of the 
state penitentiary. 
Barnes became a merchant in a 
small way.

And 1 wish to say to you now that I 
expect you to do your duty by the 
state like an honorable man. 
You may 
kill me while trying fo capture me 
when 1 try to escape.” 
“Don’t try the escape game, Ed. 
It 
seldom, if ever, pays. And iu this case 
it would be hard on us both. I should 
certainly do my duty, and you know 
where that duty would lie. To me you 
are only one of hundreds of prisoners 
for whom I am responsible.” 
Barnes made an effort to serve out 
liis sentence without any attempt to 
escape. 
But one day an excellent op­ 
portunity offered itself. He was in the 
yard of the prison near a gateway, 
which was opened to admit a cart. A 
storm came up, and the gatekeeper was 
blinded by a cloud of dust and light 
ning. Barnes slipped out and ran like 
a deer. 
He ran into a house not far from the 
prison, where lie found a woman. 
It 
is difficult to repress sympathy with 
one hounded for his life or his liberty, 
and the woman furnished him with a 
suit of her husband’s clothes, and 
Barnes persuaded her to give him a 
revolver. But Buggies at the head of a 
force was after him. and the convict 
was seen leaving the house. He had a 
good start, and when they reached him 
he was on rising ground behind a stone 
wall ready to defend himself. 
Bug 
gles ordered his men to keep back, tell­ 
ing them that lie would go forward 
and endeavor to persuade the prisoner 
to surrender. He walked forward till 
ho heard Barnes call out: 
"Don't come any farther, Tom. I’m 
desperate!” 
"Give yourself up. Ed. 
I’ve got 
dozen men down on the road. 
It will 
be suicide for you to resist, and to hurt 
you would b<> an awful thing for me 
"I can’t go back to that life. 
I’d 
rather die.” 
There was n grim silence between 
them for a few moments; then Barnes 
added: 
"Go back and send your men to take 
me. I don't want to hurt you. and I’m 
going to use up the six shots in my re­ 
v o lv e r .” 
“I wouldn’t send my men where I 
can do nil there is to be done. If any 
one is to be killed in your recapture 
prefer that it should be myself.” 
"That's not right 
I’ve got to die 
you haven’t. 
Don’t shoot your old 
chum or compel him to shoot you 
You’ll give me a better chance for my 
life by sending one of your men, or all 
of them for that matter.” 
"You know I couldn’t do that. 
I 
might as well resign my post and lose 
myself in another country. But it Isn’t 
my position that I’m thinking of; it’s 
my honor. The state trusts me to car­ 
ry out the will of the people, and I’m 
bound to do so. If you were my own 
brother or my own father I would be 
obliged to take you all the same.” 
”1 see how it is, Tom. We’re forced 
by fate into this position. 
If you’ll 
agree to kill me I'll step out and give 
you a shot.” 
"No; you’ll have to defend yourself. 
I must do my duty to the state, but 
I’m not the state executioner.” 
“Well, I won’t be captured, and you 
won’t accept my life. I don’t see that 
there’s anything to be done but for us 
to say ‘Goodby.’ ” 
“You’d better surrender, Ed. 
With 
time off for good behavior you’ll only 
have about six years to serve.” 
"Six years of such life is far worse 
than death.” 
“If you won’t surrender promise me 
that you’ll defend yourself to the best 
of your ability; that you won’t spare 
me. If you let me kill you you’ll force 
me to live a life of regret that would 
be worse than your six years of im­ 
prisonment.”

from where each had stood when he 
fired Indicated that they had crawled 
to each other.

Neilson to Surrender. 
In “Forty Years On the Stage” the 
author, John H. Barnes, an old time 
actor, has this to say of Adelaide Neil­ 
son, the once famous star: 
One quite extraordinary gift she 
had—namely, that of tears. 
At any 
given moment or cue she could make 
the tears mount to her eyes and even 
run down her cheeks irrespective of 
anything she was feeling at the time. 
It almost resembled the turning on of 
tap. 
Undoubtedly she had great 
beauty—wonderful eyes and an ex­ 
pressive mouth, fine coloring of com­ 
plexion and hair and a rather sparo 
figure. 
"Her appearance suggested a wom­ 
an of Spanish or Italian type. 
As a 
matter of fact she was born of humble 
parents in a village in Yorkshire in 
1848, and her real name was Elizabeth 
Ann Brown. In her youth she was by 
turns a mill hand at Guiseley (Yorks), 
nursemaid and a barmaid, so the 
strenuous life she must have led to 
raise herself to the position she even­ 
tually attained may be imagined.” 
An example of the temper that some­ 
times flared from behind the Neilson 
beauty is included in this passage: 
“A curious incident occurred in Bal­ 
timore. 
The play was ’As You Like 
I t ’ Milnes Levick played Jacques and 
had spoken the ‘Seven Ages’ speech 
very fiuely, gaining tremendous ap­ 
plause at the end. 
Miss Neilson (as 
far as I know without intent) said, ‘Go 
on, go on,’ and the scene was taken up 
before the applause died down. 
The audience got annoyed 
and 
seemed to feel that it was being treat 
ed scurvily and kept up the applauso 
in a manner which stopped the play 
Miss Neilson ordered the curtain to be 
rung down, and then the storm burst 
out It became a battle royal between 
her and the audience, who simply de­ 
clined to listen to a word until Mr. 
Levick had repeated the speech. 
A 
silly scene, which might have been 
avoided, but became an absolute dead­ 
lock, out of which there was only one 
way. The audience was master of the 
situation,”

It 
is^est then 'to bandage the part .very 
tightly in order to prevent the little 
sac "from filling lip again. The band- 
age should contain some thin, hard! 
substance, su?b as a large coin, direct- 
ly over the site of the sac. Sometimes) 
a ganglion refuses to burst, but yields 
to tight bandaging combined with treat- 
ment by a Blister or by painting with 
Iodine. The cure In such cases is ef- 
fected i>y gradual absorption. If other.- 
means fail there is nothing to do but 
to open the ganglion and scrape out its 
contents.—-Youth's Companion.
